Bu&man and Bill Wateman, ana 
they are as innocent of the crime as 
an*unborn ba'be, The names5 of tlie 
men who committed the crime are 
Dave Atkins, Ed Bullin, Will Carver 
Sani Ketchum, Broncho Bill and my- 
self. I have given to my attorney 
in Clayton means by which, articles 
taken in said roflbbery may be found 
where we hid them 
and also tne 


names of witnesses who live in that 
vicinity who will testify that myself 
and gang were in that neighborhood 
both immediately before and after 
the robbery. The act that these men 
are innocent and are suffering impels 
me td mftke this confession. 
While 


you cannot help me and while 
JL 


realiae that all effort to secure me a 
cummutation of my sentence have 
signally failed, I wish to do this 
much in the interest of those inno- 
cent men, who, so far as I kno^w, 
never committed a crime in their 
lives. I make this statement, fully 
xealifiiing that my end is fast ap- 
proaehing- and that I must very soon 
meet my -Maker.7* 


Thomas Ketchum, aMas "Black 


Jack," has been the most noted des- 
perado of the southwest for many 
years, and although he boasted, it is 
said, of having takeri the lives oj 
many fellow-beings, his execution set 
for noon today was for an attempted 
train robbery in which nobody was 
killed. 
This crime was committed 


near • Folsom, 
W. M., August 10, 


1899, 
-Single-handed, 
Ketchum 


held up a Colorado and Southern pas- 
senger train. He ordered the engi- 
neer an£ fireman to uncouple the en- 
gine and leave tli train. 


The conductor and mail agent open- 


ed fire. Ketchum received the con- 
tents of a double-barreled shotgun 
in his right arm, but quickly -chang- 
ing the rifle to his left shoulder, he 
succeeded in wounding both. conau6*> 
tor and mail agent.

VILLAGE OF GRIESHEIM. 


OVER 150 PERSONS INJURED 


-MANY MISSING AND BELIEVED 


TO BE IN RUINS.

Frankfort, Germany, April 26.—By 


11 o'clock this morning eighty bodies 
had been recovered from the debris 
at the electro-chemical works, near 
(rriesheiin, which were destroyed by 
an explosion and subsequent fire at 


o'clock yesterday afternoon, but 


there are still many missing. About 
150 persons were injured, many of 
them seriously. The work of fight- 
ing the flames proceeded throughout 


a entire night, though the danger 


of further explosions was regarded as 
averted at midnight The search of 
the ruins continues. 
The scenes 


which occuried through the night 
were most distressing. Villagers and 
survivors were grouping about the 
ruins in search of relatives and com- 
rades and endeavoring to recognize 
,n the charred bodies or dismembered 
and mutilated corpses the identity of 
missing friends. The flames gutted 
Maix & Mueller's chemical factory 
and a part of the Griesheim color 
works. 


A number of children who were 


hurled by the 
explosion into the 


River Main were drowned before the 
rescuers could reach them. 
Several 


firemen are among tli& victims. 


A special train with relief firemen 


and additional doctors and nurses 
was sent to the scene of the disaster 
this morning. A number who it was 
feared had perished reported them- 
selves- this morning. 


At noon there was a fresh outbreak 


of the flames among1 the ruins at 


esliiiein, which revived apprehen- 


sions, and, after the explosion of a 
great benzine reservoir, at 11 o'clock 
in tftie morning, orders were issued 
that every one of the village of Gres- 
heim and its vicinity must vacate 
thftir premises forthwith. 
The in- 


habitants fled, panic stricken* witTi 
such possessions as they could has- 
tily collect, most of them coming1 to 
Pran'kfort, 
Even the firemen, sal- 


vagers and soldiersi left the scene of 
the disaster. 
The. railroad service 


to Gresheim is suspended on account 
of the danger. 


It transpired that during the panic 


this morning a number of women and 
children were thrown 
down and 


;rampled under foot. 


The danger of fresh explosions 


necessarily retards the drawing up of 
a correct death roll, but the latter .re- 
ports do not indicate that this is so 
large as was at first reported.

11 o'clock tins morning eighty bodiss 
had been recovered from the debris 
at the electro-chemical works, near 
trriesheim, which were destroyed by 
an explosion and subsequent fire at 
3 o'clock yesterday afternoon, but 
there are still many missing-. About 
150 persons were Injured, many of 
them seriously. The work of fight- 
Ing the flames proceeded throughout 
tl;e entire night, though the danger 
of further explosions was regarded as 
averted at midnight. The search of 
the ruins continues. 
The scenes 


which occurred through the night 
were most distressing. Villagers und 
survivors "were grouping about the 
ruins in search of relatives and com- 
rades and endeavoring to recognize 
in the charred bodies or dismembered 
and mutilated corpses the identity of 
missing friends. The flames gutted 
Marx & Mueller's chemical factory 
and a part of the Griesheim color 
works. .
